Cup ill 19117, is liead. He broke down so badly 
while Iteitig r>*eenlly selnsded for steepleeliasing 
that Ills owner, Tlionias Hitelienek. Jr., ordered him 
shot. He will be linrled at Ills owner's farm at 
Wesllnir.v ahnegside GihmI mid Plenl.v. a jnniiK*r 
wliieli earried iln* Ililcheiiek eolors valiantly a few 
year ago. 

Salvlilere was a eliestnnt gelding by P.elvidere- - 
SaEie of Navarre, foaleil in llltl-l. When during 
Ills first two years of raeiiig lie won it was 

hoped that hi* might win etiungh in sneeeeding years 
to make him the greatest mone.v-wiinilng g<*liiiiig in 
history. .Sneli a distinetliin he did not earn, however, 
for the reason that In* did not thereafter train 
satisfaetoril.v. He started onl.v oni*e as a fonr-year- 
olil and lieeanse at that age In* develo|K*d a sour and 
snik.v disiiositioii. .Mr. Hitelienek attempted the ex- 
periment of i-oiiveiting him inio a jumper. He was 
reporti'd lo have sehiKiled well, lint never went to 
the (Mist in a juinping raee. ,\s a two-year-old. .Mr. 
Hitchi*ock was olTered .'?2.'i.ii(m for .Salvlilere li.v James 
It. Hrad.v. hut refused to sell for less than $-10,111111. 
Salvlilere stands fifth in the list of the world’s 
money-winning geldings. Haiiipiot being the leader 
with winnings of $1 LN.-Yt.-i. while Raceiand. Slrath- 
meath and Epsom Lad are the oilier geldings whiH-.e 
winnings cxeeeiled those of Salvlilere.
